The spectators took tlieir places 
in the galleries, and t >e presi¬ 
dential. party placed itself 1 on the 
platform in the Senate Chamber.

Curtis and Mr. Hoover, Mr. Dawes, 
the retiring vice-president adminis¬ 
tered the oath of office to Mr.

A* 
prayer was offered by the Chaplain 
of the S e nate asking'God’s bless¬ 
ing on the new directors of our 
lation’s progress.

'■oolidge issued the inaugural 
proclamation. Tho first official 
act of Mr. Curtis as vice presi¬ 
dent, was to give' the oath of 
office to the thirty-two new sena¬ 
tors , in groups of s ix. 

President Doolidge, while the new 
senators were being sworn in, was 
in a mood of contemplation and 
seomed anxious t o be relieved of 
the ..burden pf his presidential 
dut ic s. 

The Vico President being.duly 
entered in office., the' party com¬ 
posed of the president-elect with 
hi-3 csoorts, and the retired 
president and his friends, t<?o-k 
their place <pn the plaza in front 
of the Capitol. It rainod for 
a peri or of four hours and the 
.spectators standings on tho slippery 
streets during tho whole ceremony 
bray’cd tho rain to chccr for t ho 
i o\ r pro s id cut. ’ A lar go gr co n 
mibrolla sheltered those partici¬ 
pating in tho ceremony.,
